Chicago, Nov. IO.— J. Ogden Armour 
said the whole tendency In the pricey 
of stock yard products was towards a 
lower schedule. 
H e also said the de­ 
scent would be gradual and warned 
the public from too hastily accepting 
the belief that a drop from the high­ 
est to the lowest prices was due. 
“ The packers’ prices to the retail­ 
ers are based entirely on what we 
have to pay for Hie live anim als,’’ said 
Mr. 
Armour. 
"G enerally 
speaking, 
prices are lower and I believe they 
are working toward a still lower level. 
The present situation is the result of 
the enormous corn crop and of pre­ 
vious high prices that stimulated ev­ 
erybody to raise live stock. 
"T h e public is getting the benefit of 
present conditions and should get fur­ 
ther benefit as the increased supply 
of live stock reaches the market. 
“ The recent high price of meats and 
packing house products cannot be at­ 
tributed in any way to the packers, 
nor to any combination of persons or 
firms engaged in the packing house 
Industry. 
It has been due to condi­ 
tions that developed from a scarcity 
and a high price for corn, which is 
the basis of the supply of live stock. 


W elcom e Low er Prices. 


“ Conditions in live stock raising are 
bigger than any packers or set of pack 
ers. 
The 
packers 
welcome 
lower 
prices. 
Our prices are based on what 
we have to pay for live stock, and 
the sooner the people and the world at 
large realize that the better it will 
be for everybody.” 
A bumper corn crop and unusually 
heavy receipts of cattle and pork at 
the stock yards are given by Chicago 
dealers as the causes of the general 
decline of foodstuffs over the country. 
A decline Iii prices at the stock yards 
was followed by a reduction on fresh 
meats and staples. 
Commission men 
here predict low* r prices still on ev­ 
erything except eggs, which they say 
are high and going higher 
The decline since the first of Octo 
ber is from sib cents to 75 cents on cat­ 
tle in the bulk, and the market in gen­ 
eral is 50 cents lower than it was a 
week ago. 
Hogs have dropped from 
$9.65 a hundredweight on Oct. IS to 
$7.82 V2. 
Reports from dealers at Montreal 
indicate that the Canadian market is 
following that of the United States 
downward. 
Barrel 
pork which 
has 
been sold in Canada at $33 was quoted 
at $26.50, and other meats have de­ 
clined correspondingly. 
Beef, pork and poultry are quoted 
lower by 2 to 4 cents a pound in New 
Orleans. 
Seattle quotations indicate a 
drop in the Puget Sound territory for 
all meat 
prices.

Pork 
products have become 
slightly cheaper in San Francisco, but 
general food prices remain at the fig­

Heavy Expense Incurred by Vote on 
Amendments. 


M itchell, S. I)., Nov. 16.— Since the 
election bills have been 
filed 
with 
county auditors a cry has gone up over 
the state of the excessive expense in­ 
curred by the vote on laws that were 
referendumed 
and 
prepared 
amend­ 
ments to the1 constitution. 
In many 
rounties the printing bills have reached 
large 
sums. 
The 
referendum 
laws 
and the amendments to the state con­ 
stitution had to be published in three 
papers of the county four weeks. They 
made about fourteen columns of solid 
matter.

and 
pitched forward toward the ground. 
He grasped the cable with both hands 
and hung there for an instant, when 
the engineer below saw his predica­ 
ment and stopped the engine so sud­ 
denly 
that 
the cable parted 
above 
where W yldes had hold and elevator 
and man were dashed to the ground, 
seven stories below. 
H e was immediately picked up and 
taken to the hospital a block away, 
where it was feared for a time that 
he had suffered internal injuries. 
It 
was later found that he had two ribs 
broken and a bad cut along the side 
of his head. 
Unless complications set 
in he w ill recover.

The clothing manufacturers said they 
would not sign any contract that rec­ 
ognizes the principle of collective bar­ 
gaining. 
Commissary stores, each with pro­ 
visions for 300 families, w ill be opened 
in the localities where most of the 
strikers live. 
The goods w ill be sort­ 
ed in parcels, each containing pro­ 
visions 
to last 
an average 
fam ily 
three days. 
An effort is being made to have the 
American Federation of Labor, now' 
in session at St. Louis, levy an assess­ 
ment of 2 cents per capita on all affili­ 
ated unions. 
This would net the strik­ 
ers about $35,000.
